Made for an approved, but ultimately unrealized 
Beatles multi-album project in 1968, the present lot is 
an extraordinary piece of art and music history. Created 
by one of the 20th century's most iconic artists for 
the 20th century's most famous music group, these 
works were created for a 4-album (LP) compilation set 
of previously released Beatles songs, as suggested by 
their US manufacturer and distributor, Capitol Records. 
One of the five artworks (John, Paul, George, and 
Ringo) was to be the cover art for the 4-LP jacket, 
and the other four individually named artworks were 
to decorate and identify each individual album sleeve 
within the set. John Lennon, Paul McCartney, George 
Harrison, and Ringo Starr were each to select their 
own favorite Beatles tracks, adding spoken dialogue 
as to why they considered each selection a favorite. 
Executed during a transitionary time in the group's 
history, the project did not move forward despite its 
public announcement and press coverage. Former 
President of Capitol Records, Salvatore lannucci, 
purchased the artworks from the company in 1973 
and they remained in his collection for nearly 40 years. 
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Much like the Beatles, Jim Dine's rise to fame was 
stellar with incredible visibility, particularly in the 
1960s. Dine's celebrity and ambivalent relationship 
with Pop Art solidified the artist as the perfect choice 
to execute the images for one of the most exciting 
Beatles projects to date. In each composition, Dine 
juxtaposes stardom with an intimate and everyday 
ritual, in turn obscuring the boundary between the 
extraordinary and the ordinary yielding a twofold effect: 
one that delineates the Beatles' significance as a 
household name (made clear by the use of only the 
group's first names assigned to each toothbrush); 
and another which humanizes the Beatles' stardom 
by associating it with the quotidian. Yet, the unifying 
force between these two ends is the idea of ritual, 
which in itself is a fundamental tenant of Dine's own 
artistic process. 


Jim Dine is a draftsman at heart who reveres 
working on paper. The present lot demonstrates 
Dine's artistic genius and encapsulates a steadfast 
exploration of his subject, everyday objects, as a 


means of understanding the human psyche. Recurring 
symbols for biography and autobiography in Dine's 
practice (including iconic bathrobes, hearts, tools, 
and toothbrushes) are not only about elevating the 
objects of everyday life but also the blurred boundary 
between process and product, consequently imbuing

each work with a deep sense of self. The sense of self 
Jim Dine relays in the present lot are those of four of 
the most culturally significant figures of modern times 
whose legacy grows with every discovery. As with the 
revelations into the group's working process in the 
recent Let It Be documentary, these Jim Dine drawings, 
illuminate a significant moment in art and music history. 


In the last 10 years alone, Jim Dine has been the 
subject of nearly 40 solo exhibitions. His work is 
included in several significant public collections 
including the Museum of Modern Art, New York; 
Brooklyn Museum, Brooklyn; the Art Institute of 
Chicago, Chicago; Centre Georges Pompidou, Paris; 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York; Minneapolis 
Institute of Arts, Minneapolis; Tate Gallery, London; 
Tokyo Metropolitan Art Museum, Tokyo; Whitney 
Museum of American Art, New York, among many 
others. At age 88, the tireless and incomparably 
prolific Jim Dine continues to break boundaries, having 
just completed a very large exhibition at the 2024 
Venice Biennale.

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In Kenny Scharf's monumental painting Luxing, his 
iconic Pop Surrealist characters race across the 
galaxy in explosions of bright color and sparkling 
expressions. A pioneer of street art and California 
native, Scharf rose to fame alongside his close friends 
Keith Haring and Jean-Michel Basquiat in New York's 
1980$ East Village art scene. Drawing his inspiration 
from '60s Americana, Scharf reimagines cartoons 
and advertisements from his childhood, weaving 
them into Boschian compositions with humor and 
an underlying subversive edge.

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Ed Ruscha is widely acknowledged as a Contemporary 
Master, whose prominence in and impact on the 20th 
and 21st Century art world of Los Angeles cannot be 
understated. The present lot represents an extraordinary 
combination of the characteristics that have made his 
career so impressive. Various Plastics (1979) celebrates 
Ruscha's steadfast environmental inspiration which 
arguably began with his 1968 painting of the Hollywood 
Sign, one of the most iconic and recognizable images 
of his career. Following this seminal work, he revisited 
the vast horizontal composition in hues of orange, 
gold and red in a series of paintings that includes 
the present lot. As prescient as it is beautiful, Various 
Plastics beautifully depicts Ruscha's wink at the cause 
of LA's magnificent sunset views in his iconic use of 
words as subjects. 


Born in 1937 in Omaha, Nebraska, Ruscha was raised 
in Oklahoma City and developed an early interest in 
mass printed matter through his exposure to comics, 
magazines and even stamps. In 1956 he relocated 
to Los Angeles to study at the Chouinard Art Institute 
where he initially focused on subjects like graphic 
design, typography and advertising before ultimately 
pivoting to painting. Los Angeles became a city that 
would profoundly influence Ruscha's work along with 
Scenes of Route 66, the path he traveled on from 
Oklahoma to the West Coast. 


With his distinctive blend of Pop Art and Conceptualism, 
Ed Ruscha rose to prominence in the 1960s. His subject 
matter often focuses on the urban landscape, utilizing 
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clean lines, bold colors, and a minimalist aesthetic. 
Throughout his career, Ruscha maintained a fascination 
with language, integrating words and phrases into 
his compositions in unexpected ways. This interplay 
between text and image became a hallmark of his 
oeuvre. The 1970s marked a significant period in 
the career of Ed Ruscha. Building on the foundation 
he laid in the 1960s, he continued to push the 
boundaries with his innovative use of materials and 
conceptual approach. 


One of the key themes of Ruscha's work in the 1970s 
was a deepening engagement with his environment. 
Ruscha's fascination with the sprawling cityscape of 
Los Angeles, where he was based, became increasingly 
pronounced. He captured the city's signs, billooards 
andarchitectural elements with a precision that bordered 
on photographic realism. 


Ruscha's conceptual approach and innovative techniques 
continue to influence creators today and shape the 
trajectory of modern art. Ruscha has been the subject 
of major exhibitions at many noteworthy museums 
and galleries in Los Angeles, throughout the United 
States and abroad. In September 2023, the Museum of 
Modern Art, New York opened a retrospective titled 'ED 
RUSCHA / NOW THEN' (which is now on view at the 
Los Angeles County Museum of Art through October 
6th, 2024). This survey is the most comprehensive 
exhibition of Ruscha's career, cementing his legacy 
as a pioneering figure in American art who remains 
influential and widely celebrated.

One of California's most celebrated sculptors and 
artists is undoubtedly Ken Price. A maverick of his 
craft, Price's sculptures have captivated viewers for 
decades and remain an essential facet of California's 
rich artistic history. Blurring the boundary between 
function and aesthetics, Price created works that 
defied traditional ceramic conventions to propel the 
medium to new heights. 


The present lot, C. Violet, demonstrates Price's 
unparalleled ability to consider the mysterious yet 
marvelous relationships between nature and craft to 
result in hard-to-describe but equally awe-inspiring 
works. C. Violet is a rare sculpture from the artist's 
important egg-shape explorations of the early 1960's 
that cemented Price's distinct artistic language and 
remains one of his most celebrated bodies of work. 


Acting as a throughline of continuity across varying 
periods of the artist's career, holes and openings 
are a main character in Price's visual vernacular 
amongst different combinations of texture, shape, 
and color. As seen in C. Violet, the dynamic green 
colored openings make way for crawling forms to 
emerge, pointing to Price's humorous undertones and 
subversive perspective. As Phyllis Tuchman writes, 
"From one vantage point you might think you're looking 
at something that is decidedly abstract. However, 
when you move to another spot, you might recognize 
something that seems referential.

Odd Nerdrum is an artist as cryptic as he is talented, a 
sphinxlike figure existing within a niche ofthe art world 
that he solemnly describes as 'kitsch'. Disillusioned 
with Modern Art while studying at the Norwegian 
National Academy of Fine Arts, Nerdrum looked to 
the works of Rembrandt, Caravaggio, and Romanticist 
artists as inspiration. Their expressive technique, 
use of chiaroscuro and roots in historical motifs and 
imagery lent themselves to Nerdrum's own exploration 
of society's external pressures on the development of 
the self. His oeuvre is imbued with symbolism, and its 
atmospheric and cryptic imagery can be at times both 
unsettling and engrossing. Much like the paintings of 
his revered fellow Norwegian, Edvard Munch, works by 
Nerdrum can have an underlying tension, an answer 
teetering on the cusp of a question. 
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The present lot is no exception, a compositionally 
balanced study for a near-identical oil on canvas 
(titled Five Namegivers) with imagery that may have 
vague or shifting meanings. To quote Nerdrum directly, 
'By giving a name to something, you kill it. Fix it. Rob 
it of its power.’ Order and rationality - as defined by 
Nerdrum - are inherently evil, and in naming something 
we reduce its ability of self-definition and fluidity. By 
Nerdrum's own philosophy, however, it can be difficult 
to pin down the meaning of the motifs inherent in this 
work. Is the figure on the left in the process of naming, 
or are they searching for definition? Why does the 
central figure point to his mouth yet cover it at the 
same time? Is the man on the right holding his head 
in despair at the other two, a reflection of his age and 
experience in futility? Perhaps we can see this work 
as an evolution of the artist himself, searching on the 
left, acting in the center, and knowing on the right. 
The staff is a symbol of Nerdrum as 'the wanderer', 
and perhaps this composition, like many others, is a 
continued search for his own truth.
